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and silence about the Holocaust abroad 
by conjuring up the “‘centuries-long reign” 
of Polish anti-Semitism. 

My Polish ancestors welcomed Jews 
expelled from Western Europe. During 
the period of the Reformation, Poland was 
one of the most free and enlightened na- 
tions in Europe, and Jews were included 
in its toleration. Virulent varieties of anti- 
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lowing the partitions, and their results 
have left a legacy of bitterness. Neverthe- 
less, non-Jewish Poles did not build and 
operate the death camps. 

A reading of Malcoim Hay’s The Foot 
of Pride should convince any readers still 
in doubt that there has always been more 
than enough anti-Semitism to go around 
all the ethnic groups.
